Price Drops 


In Automotive Industry 


YHICAGO, June 15.—Competi- 
C tion that really competes will 
enable the automotive field to 
lower prices yet increase profits, 
by making it possible for manu- 
facturers to sell more people than 
they can under present methods, 
keep price levels steady yet fair, 
and put much of the money for- 
merly spent to get business into 
economies of operation, accord- 
ding to Commissioner William M. 
Webster of the Automotive Equip- 
ment Association, in a statement 
just issued in connection with 
rumors of impending new mergers 
in the industry. 

“It is of no value to publish statis-

“There are half a dozen good rea- 
sons why this is so, and the first ol 
them is the tendency toward hand- 
to-mouth buying and the policy of 
encouraging it. It inevitably in- 
creases labor or handling costs, and 
some one has to absorb these. This 
some one’ at present is the dis- 
tributor. I believe hand-to-mouth 
buying can be discouraged by noi 
manufacturing in excess of the de- 
mand than can reasonably be ex- 
pected and by making dealers bear 
part of the responsibility for carry- 
ing stocks.” 

Wasteful side lines, overlapping 
of territories, too many “mission- 
aries” and “specialiy” men, all are 
listed by Mr. Webster as expensive 
luxuries which many businesses 
are maintaining at the cost of 
profits, and which are no more 
real competition than “shadow 
boxing” is actual fighting. Manu- 
facturers and jobbers at present 
are getting in each other’s way, he 
says, and are seiling the same 
goods practically to the same in- 
dividual. At present there is en- 
tirely too much duplication of 
sales effort, he asserts. The solu- 
tion which Mr. Webster advocates 
is for manufacturers to “pick good 
jobbers and then stick.’ 

Price cutting, or its camouflaged 
sister “selling the cheaper lines,” 
comes in for a scoring from the com- 
missioner. Margin of profit is much 
more important than volume 
sales, he says, and the same sa 
effort applied to better goods will 
produce more interesting profit fig- 
ures on the balance sheet.

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Potential Buyers in Europe 
HERE was recently completed an extremely interesting 
potential automobile buyers in various Euro- 

In England, for instance, it is estimated 
that there are 1,089,000 persons of the wage-earning class 
who are active prospects for motor cars and who will prob- 
ably buy them within the next two or three years. 

In England today there is a car for every seventy-four 
inhabitants, as compared with a car for every five Americans 
and one for each thirteen Canadians. As Great Britain’s 
finances improve a tremendous volume of motor car buy- 
ing is certain to result. As a matter of fact, this country 
has made tremendous strides in buying during the last few 
years, even though financial conditions were not particularly 
satisfactory. In 1922 the total amount spent on the purchase 
of motor cars in Great Britain was $75,000,000. In 1926 
the amount was $300,000,000. 

This survey indicates that 58 per cent. of the wage- 
earning class of England can own and operate cars. The 
problem now is to pursuade them to buy. In Germany it is 
estimated that 36 per cent, of the wage earners of the work- 
ers are legitimate prospects for the automobile salesman. 
In Denmark the percentage is 32, in France 21, in Belgium 
15.5, in Spain 15 and in Austria 8. 

The total of this makes a tremendous European market 
fo? motor cars, and there is no reason why America should 
not capture a satisfactory proportion of it.
